WILL NOT CLOSE COUNTRY SCHOOLS 


The day of the big vote on the by-law to provide 
$330,000 to build new schools at Carstairs and Dids- 
bury is drawing nearer, and on Wednesday, January, 
31, ratepayers will cast their ballot for or against the 
project. 

Too many view the question purely as a matter of 
additional taxes, and while it is admitted that on the 
highest assessed land in the municipality there will be 
an increase of 1.79 mills, the general increase will be 
considerably less. 

At the present time the Department of Education 
has agreed to contribute $41,250 in grants, and lend the 
Division another $41,250 interest free for ten years if 
the schools are built immediately. This money may not 
be forthcoming at a later date, should the by-law be 
turned down, but the need for the schools will still exist, 
and they will have to be built because we need them 
now, and will need them more urgently next year and 
the years to come. 

There has been a rumor circulating that if the new 
schools are to be built, all the country schools will be 
closed and the pupils brought into town schools. This is 
absurd and no clear thinking ratepayer could possibly 
take this for a fact, simply because if the rumor were 
correct it would mean building 50 to 75 room schools in 
town, and the millions of dollars required to do this are 
far beyond the means of the ratepayers of the Olds 
School Division, or even the Department of Education. 

The reason for building the new schools is that so 
many country pupils are now demanding a higher edu- 
cation and accommodation must be provided in the 


town schools, where the Department will only allow | 


grade 12 to be taught. 

If you want your children and your grandchildren 
to get the necessary education demanded by our so- 
ciety today, you will vote for the by-laws on January 31.
